Mr. Kellogg married at Detroit, Mich., Sep’. i4, 1910, Heien Grace REESE, a 
resident of Detroit and daughter of Elisha John and Josephine(Neidermueller) Reese.

Mar. 9, 1919. Her mother, Josephine Neidermueller, was b. Detroit, Mich., Oct. 25 
185;, d- Detroit, Jan. 22, 193;. 

Henry Bates Kellogg may well be termed a real native of Detroit. He was born, 
reared and lived his entire lifetime within the confines of the city. His birth 
place was at the north west corner of Woodward and Adams the site of which is now 
occupied by the Fyfe Bldg., and Grand Circus Park was his early playground. He 
first attended the Garfield school, transferred to the old Trowbridge unit when his 
parents moved to Farnsworth St., and graduated from Central High in 1903. As a boy 
and young man he was not of a rugged physical type and by nature given to studious 
thoughts and practices. 

After graduation from high school instead of taking a law course as had been 
planned the young man in 1905 obtained a position with the Detroit Edison Co. At 
that date the Edison Company was a small concern with offices at Washington Blvd. 
and State St. where Mr. Kellogg found employment in the Sales Dept. During the 
years which followed his responsibilities grew as the company expanded and at the 
time of his death he was the head of the Adjustment Division of the Sales Dept. in 
the same building where he had found employment thirty five years before. He was 
one of the Edison Company s most trusted and valued employees and was held in high 
esteem and regard by officials and workers alike. 


Mr. Kellogg found a zes' in living and was a keen student of nature in its many 


and varied forms. He was a great lover of flowers and an enthusiastic gardener. 
Birds and animals instinctively turned to him as a friend and were rewarded by his 


care and affection. He had a genuine interest in the welfare of others which amount 


ed to a feeling of personal responsibility. His great characteristic was thoughtfu 
ness and little acts of kindness which contributed to the happiness of others were 
his daily and constant intention. In his associations with others he was pleasant, 
calm, ever ready to council, unassuming, and gave credit where credit was his due 
He also gave generously of his time and means to many Civic and patriotic or

ganizations. He was a member of the Sons of American Revolution, Mayflower Society, 


Detroit Society for Genealogicai Research. The Ingliside Club, The Plun Hollow Golf 


Club, Detroit Yacht Clut. Palestine Lodge #357, F. and A.M., King Cyrus Chapter, and 


Detroit #1 Kiwanis, as well as a number of organizations connected with the Detroit 
Edison Co. 

In religion, Mr. Kellogg was a Baptist, and as others have written, "A perfect 
gentlemen with highest ideals and sterling Christian character and to every 
kind and genuinely friendly friend."

5 Charles Frederick (8) Trowbridge ( Charles ©C.(7) ), son of Charles C. and 
Catherine W (Sibley) Trowbridge, was born in Detroit May 12, 1837, and died at 
residence in Ann Arbor, Michigan, Feb. 9, 1878, at the age of 41 years He was 
graduate from the literary department of the Wniversity cf Michigan in 18600 and 
law department in 1861 Following his graduation, he was in the law office of 
Lothrop and Duffield, Detroit, but at the outbreak of the Civil War he enlisted, 
April 1861, in the lst Michigan Ifantry for three months service At the expiration 
of this time, he was appointed Lieutenant of the Sixteenth Regiment of the regular 
took part in a number of the major engagements of the war He was an aide 
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to Gen. Porte’ at Bull Run, served with Gen. Averill in Virginia, and for gallant 
service was advanced to the rank of Captain He was with Sherman on his march to 
Atlanta, his regiment, through battles and sickness, was reduced to 60 men, and 
he never entirely recovered from the illness which he contracted at that time On 
Sept. 1, 1804, he was appointed brevet major in the 16th US. Infantry for gallant 
and meritorious service at the battle of Kelly's Ford Va , and during the Atlanta 
campaign Major Trowbridge continued with the army until 1869, when he was cer 
tified to the retired list, but never regularly retired 

He married, July 6, 1863 at Ann Arbor, Michigan, Clara White Brigham, dau of 
Dr Philip Storey and Sopronia (Smith) Brigham, born Feb 22. 1842, and died in 
Berkeley, California, Jan. 30, 1924 She married (2) Feb 5, 1883, in Detroit, 
Col John Garland James, president of the State A. & M. College, Texas 

Dr Philip Storey Brigham, father of Mrs. Trowbridge, was one of the pioneer 
physicians of Ann Arbor and came to Washtenaw county, Michigan, as early as 1831- 
32 He was an early member of St. Andrew's Episcopal church in Ann Arbor and in 
May 1834, was a delegate to a convention held in Detroit 

Major and Mrs. Trowbridge established their home in Ann Arbor in 18/72 and 
that was their residence until his death six years later They are buried with 
their only son, who died in infancy, in the C C. Trowbridge lot in Elmwood 
cemetery

MISS CLARA FRANCES WHEELER 1552 1939 
(Contributed by - Mrs. H. D. Pritchard) 


Recently there died in Birmingham, Michigan, Miss Clara Frances 
Wheeler, a native of this state, whose grandparents, Shepard and Phoebe (Jordan 
Wheeler, pioneered from New England to the wilds of Michigan in 1838, and settled 
at LaGrange, in Cass County. Miss Wheeler was torn in Berrien county, Jan. 29, 
1852, the daughter of Shepard and Charlotte (Barton) Wheeler, her father was in 
the eighth generation, descendants of George Wheeler, who settled in Concord, 
Mass., 1630, and her mother was eighth, in line from William and Susanna (Fuller) 
White of Mayflower fame. Inheriting the character, blood and sturdy traditions 
of her Pilgrim and patriot ancestry, Miss Wheeler's whole life reflected this 
strong American background and she gave to her family, her State and her Country, 
long years of loyal unselfish devotion. Living to love and be loved, in full 
measure, by the fourth generation of her parents descendants The following 
tribute to his beloved "Aunt Cadda" was written by a nephew, whose fine philosophy 
of life, he credits to her courageous example: 


Jan. 29th, 1939 
Dear Mother, 


"We were very very Sorry to hear of Cadda's death 
It seems too bad that such grand individuals can t just go on 
forever And perhaps they do, but it’s a loss to us anyway 
However, I think she had her share of happiness in life and she 
certainly contributed much more than her share 


If more people could only live as beautiful and 
useful a life as she did-with her calmness, tolerance and faith 
this world would be a much more pleasant place The influence 
she had on all of us who knew her well- the example she set. is 
bound to make us that much better. that much farther ahead in 
whatever purpose our lives may have here 


She was my first philosopher, because as a youngster 
from what she said and did I unconsciously learned something that 
has been of tremendous help. Whether she knew it or not, she taught 
me that there is only one way to be happy in life and that way lies 
in acknowledging the fact that unhappiness is a part of human exper 
ience and existance, and must be borne She proved that ‘happiness 
is within ones self. Not dependent on love, as most of us know 
it, not dependent on buSiness success, not dependent on health 
or physical perfection, not dependent on exceptional knowledge 
Rather, it's a state of mind and tranquillity that can only be 
achieved by knowing and admitting that all these things can 
probably never be attained at any time in the full measure one 
desires 


She showed that happiness is not gained by the 
acquiring of things but instead by a mental relinquishing of things 
beyond our reach. That, and giving unselfishly to whatever extent we 
are capable If I can live half as long and contribute just half as 
much of the worthwhile things as Cadda did I shall consider my own 
iife a pretty successful one." Much love from us all
